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Fourscore  and  seven  years  ago  our  fathers  brought  forth  on 
this  c0nt1nentanew  nation,  conceived  in  liberty,  and  dedicated 
tothe  proposition  that  all  men  are  created  equal  . 

now  we  are  engaged  in  a  great  civil  war,  testing  whether  that 
nation, or  any  nation  so  conceived  and  so  dedicated,  can  long 

ENDURE  .WE  ARE  MET  ON  A  GREAT  BATTLEFIELD  OF  THAT  WAR  .  WE  HAVE 
COMETO  DEDICATE  A  PORTION  OFTHAT  FIELD  AS  A  FINAL  RESTING-PLACE 
FOR  THOSE  WHO  GAVE  THEIR  LIVES  THAT  THAT  NATION  MIGHT  LIVE.  IT  IS 
ALTOGETHER  FITTING  AND  PROPER  THAT  WE  SHOULD  DO  THIS. 

But,  IN  ALARGER  SENSE,WE  CANNOT  DEDICATE- we  cannot  conse- 
crate-we  cannot  hallow-this  ground. The  brave  men, living  and 
dead,who  struggled  here,  have  consecrated  it  far  above  our 
poor  power  to  add  or  detract.  the  world  will  little  note  or  long 

REMEMBER  WHATWE  SAY  HERE,  BUT  IT  CAN  NEVER  FORGET  WHAT  THEY 
DID  HERE.  1T1S  FOR  US, THE  LIVING,  RATHER, TO  BE  DEDICATED  HERETO 
THE  UNFINISHED  WORK  WHICH  THEY,WHO  FOUGHT  HERE, HAVETH US  FAR 
SO  NOBLY  ADVANCED.  IT  IS  RATHER  FOR  US  TO  BE  HERE  DEDICATED  TO  THE 
GREATTASK  REMAINING  BEFORE  US -THAT  FROM  THESE  HONORED  DEAD  WE 
TAKE  INCREASED  DEVOTION  TO  THATCAUSE  FOR  WHICH  THEYGAVETHE  LAST 
FULLMEASURE  OF  DEVOTION;  THAT  WE  HERE  HIGHLY  RESOLVE  THAT  THESE 
DEAD  SHALL  HAVE  NOT  DIED  IN  VAIN;THATTHIS  NATION, UNDER  GOD,SHALL 
HAVEANEWBIRTH  OF  FREEDOM;  AND  THAT  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  PEOPLE, 
BYTHE  PEOPLE,  FOR  THE  PEOPLE,S HALL  NOT  PERISH  FROM  THE  EARTH. 
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
